THE STRIKE IS GAINING GROUND 


Philadelphia, Sept. 20.—'According 


to Advices from Hazleton the strikers 
are gaining some ground in that 
region, although the operators dis- 
pute this and insist that more men 
«re at work today than worked yes- 
terday. 


Important information comes from 


tha I/aofcawanna region to tfce effect 
th&t .the superintendents of some of 
the large mines aire -contemplating 
making an effort to start one or more 
mines under police protection if 
necessary, and thus break the tie-up, 
•which is complete in that district. 


A few more men are imported idle 


in the Shamokin district and the 
story sent here last night that the 
strikers (a.t the Morea colliery of the 
Beading company, in the Sdmylkill 
district, had voted >to return to work 
was proven to <be untrue. 


Hungarians attacked a mine boss 


on his way to work near Shamokin 
this morning and beat him nearly to 
death with clubs. Other castes of vio- 
lence of this sort, though n-ot so seri- 
ous, are reported. 


The strikers at last succeeded in in- 


ducing some of the workers in the 
only mine operating in 1to upper 
oregion, that of the iWest End com- 
pany, at Mbcanaqua, to quit work, 
<and that colliery is crippled today.

STBIKEBS GET GOOD NEWS. 
MORE MEN QUIT AT SHAMOKIN. 


Haselton, Pa,, Sept. 20.—Reports 


received at strikers' headquarters and

brought nothing but good news to 
the idle anthracite coal miners. The 
first information brought here told 
of a break among the employes in 
the Lattimer mines, the first that 
has taken place there during the 
strike. 
The colliery was considered 


an invulnerable spot and the break 
there put the strikers in a good 
humor. 


The number of men who quit was 


quite small, however, but the union 
men are satisfied that they will make 
further inroads on the force there. 


The ne#t good news received by the 


Strikers came from Coleraine and 
was to the effect that the colliery 
there was stout down tight.

IffcAdoo strikers have been trying 
for four days to close this place. 


The EvanS colliety at Beaver

PRESENTED GRIEVANCES. 


A committee of three miners em- 


ployed at the Cbleraine mine^ this 
utottfing CAHed upon Superintendent 
AJWs fend #re&efcted a set of greiv- 
anfie* for the company^ considera- 
tion. 
The grelvandes are as fol- 


lows: 


"We, the undersigned committee 


of twairie, do thereby ask for two 
weeks pay ami 10 per cent increase 
on the dollar; 15 per cent $ff the 
dollar on a keg of powder, and that 
nil men get paid for overtime work." 


Superintendent Ayres received the 


men pleasantly and told them-they 
would receive an answer in three 
days.

The company claims that enough 
men are working and will continue 
o work to enable operations to con- 
inue. The North Franklin, at Trev- 
rton, owned by the same company, 
ontinues working full handed and it 
s likely that the United Mine Work- 
rs will not be able to induce any of 
he-men to strike. 
Most of the men at Trevorton own 
heir own homes there and are said 
o fear the company will abandon 
he operation if they strike. The com- 
tany is the only industry 
in the 


lace. 
While Hugh Davis, a fire boss at 
he Pennsylvania colliery, was on his 
way to work today Hungarian strik- 
es assaulted him with clubs. He 
was seriously injured. An additional 
number of detectives went to the 
olliery shortly after the assault to 
ifford better protection for men de- 
liring to work.

ication here for at least two days 
fter its delivery. 
It is believed that the answer will 
ake the form of a circular, addressed 
not to Germany alone, but to each of 
he powers interested in the Chinese 
ituation. 
Furthermore, it ifc foe- 


ived that instead of being an un- 
onditional acceptance or rejection of 
he German proposition it will be 
ather controversial, and be framed 
with a purpose to develop the senti- 
men'ts of the other powers respect- 
ng the German proposition and to 
ecure support for our own view of 
hat matter. 
As Count Von Waldersee is stead- 
ly making his way toward Pekin, 
but still needs a week's time to com- 
ilete his journey, it is not likely that 
he German government will inter- 
ose serious protest against any ac- 
ion on the part of the United States 
which will have the effect to post- 
pone the beginning of a settlement 
until the field marshal arrives. 


It is impossible to tell now whether 
he action which is to be taken by 


: government will have auch a 


dilatory effect. 
The Chinese min- 


ster, Mr. Wu, was again at the state 
department at an early hour today 
strenuously urging the official's to be- 
gin negotiations at once and direct- 
y with the Chinese government if 
ised be. 


He had been informed by his own 


government that the technical diffi- 
culty in the way of these negotia-

tianuance of guerilla welfare and 
influences operating to prolong it; 
how it can best be biought to a 
close; conditions -ind requirements 
of civil government.

''Secretary of War." 


"Manila, Aug. 21. 1900.-Secre- 


tary of War. Washington: Reply- 
ing to your dispatch, the commis- 
sion reports: It has for two months 
and a half made diligent inquiries 
into the conditions prevailing. The 
mass of people has aptitude for 
education, 'but is ig-noiant super- 
stitious and credulous in a remark- 
•able degree. 
Hostility against 


Americ-ans was originally aroused 
by absurd falsehoods of unscrupu- 
lous leaders. 
The distribution of ; 


troops in 300 posts has by contact 
largely 
dispelled 
hostility and 


steadily improved the temper of 
the people. 
This improvement, 


furthered by abuses of the insur- 
gents, affirms that a large number 
of people long for peace and are 
willing to accept government un- 
der the United States. 
The insur- 


gents not surrendering after defeat 
have divided into small guerrilla 
bands under general officers or be- 
come I/adrones. 


"Nearly all the prominent gen- 


erals and politicians of the insur- 
rection 
except 
Aguinaldo 
have 


since been captured or have sur- 
rendered and have taken the oath 
of allegiance. 
The policy of leni- 


ency culminating in amnesty had a 
marked effect to induce surrenders 
until the defining1 of political is- 
sues in the United States, reported 
here in full, gave hope to the in- 
surgent officers still in arms of a 
changed .policy and stayed sur- 
rendeis to await 'the result of the 
elections. 


"The disturbances in some parts 


of the island, kept up and avowed 
toy insurgent proclamation and 
orders to influence the election, do 
not show the unfriendly attitude 
of the majority of the people of 
the provinces where they occur, 
but only the activity of small in- 
surgent bodies in mountain fast- 
nesses, whence they issue for un- 
usually harmless night attacks 01 
murderous ambush of small Ameri- 
can squads, or to collect contribu- 
tions or recruit from people terror- 
ized by cutting out tongues, cut- 
ting off limbs, burying alive, mur- 
der and plunder. The difficulty of 
detection -enables the insurgents to 
maintain surveillance over people 
even in some gariisoned towns. 


''The uncertainty as 'to the future 


policy of the United States and the 
defeneelessness of the people with- 
out arms largely prevent 
them 


(aiding the Americans in suppress- 
ing outrages. 
Despite these dif- 


ficulties . the maintenance of the 
status quo makes for more peace- 
ful 
conditions. 
All 
of northern 


Luzon* except in Neiivaecija and 
Bulacan, is substantially free from 
insugents. 
The people are buisy 


planting and -are asking for muni- 
cipal organization. 
'Railway and 


telegraph lines from Manila to 
Dagupan, 122 miles, have not been 
molested for five months. 
In the 


excepted provinces and parts of 
provinces of southern Luzon insur- 
rection 'bands dodge 
from 
one 


mountain refuge to another and give 
occasional trouble. Tagalogs alone, 
active in leading guerrilla warfare, 
have succeeded in recruiting bands 
^.tnong the Visay-ans in Samar, 
Xeyte and parts of Panay, which 
maintain: 
themselves 
by 
the 


methods described, 
In Negros, 


Cebu, Boniblon, Xaabate, Sibuyan, 
Tablas, Bohol -and othar Visay^n 
islands little disturbance exists 
and dvil fov«rn«ient ia eagerly

awaited. Near Oayagaa, in Min- 
diano, an old Tagalog penal settle* 
ment, a considerable force of La- 
drones 
makes 
the 
neighboring 


country dangerous, and disturb- 
ance exists at Sunvigao, but in the 
south of this largely sparsely set- 
tled island, at Zamvoanga, Coita- 
batto and other points, the country 
is traquil. 


Four years of war and lawless- 


ness iu parts of the islands hxve 
cieated unsettled conditions and 
an unguarded American or foreign- 
er traveling ordinaly trails far 
from ganisons and attracting cu- 
pidity runs the risk of violenceT 
even in pacified provinces. 
Na- 


tive 
constabulary 
and 
militia, 


which should be organized at once, 
will end this and the terrorism to 
which defenseless people are sub- 
jected. 
Natives desire to enlist in 


these organizations. 
If judicious- 


ly selected and officered they will 
be a sufficient force for the main- 
tenance of order and will permit 
the early material reduction of the 
United States troops. 
It is con 


ceded by all but men in arms and 
is impUed by their proclamation 
that if the election confirms the 
piesent policy the remnant of the 
insurrection will disappear within 
sixty clays by the surrender of the 
Icr.deis and fading- out of the rank 
and file. Ladrones. iu part a her- 
itage from Spanish rule, will con- 
tinue, but can be suppressed by 
mcasuies. 
The existing insurrec- 


tion organization is now main- 
tained with the greatest difficulty 
for the purpose stated. 
Their ef- 


fort is to mass enough insurgents 
to ciush one of our small garii- 
s-ons for political effect, but it has 
hitherto been without result. 
A 


change of policy by turning the 
islands over to a coterie of Tagalog 
pcliticians will blight their fair 
pi aspects of enormous improve- 
ment, drive out capital, make life 
and property, secular and religious, 
most insecure, banish by fear of 
cruel proscription a considerable 
body of conservative Filipinos who 
have aided the Americans in the 
well-founded belief that their peo- 
ple are not now fit for self-govern- 
ment and reintroduce the same op- 
pression and corruption which ex- 
isted in nil the provinces under the 
Malolos insurgent government dur- 
ing the eight months of its con- 
trol. 
The result will be a fac- 


tional strife between jealous lead- 
eis, chaos and anarchy and will re- 
quire -and justify the active inter- 
vention of our government or some 
other. 


The business interrupted by war 


is much improved as peace extends, 
but in\Testment of new capital is 
retarded by doubt concerning the 
policy of the United States. 
In 


Negros more sugar is in cultivation 
than ever before. The new forestry 
regulations give impetus to timber 
trade and reduce the high price of 
lumber. 
The cultivation of rice in 


some provinces is retarded by the 
loss of draft cattle through disease 
and war. Meat is now fifteen 
cents a pound. 
The customs col- 


lections for the last quarter were 
50 per cent greater than ever in 
Spanish history and the August 
collections show a further increase. 
The total revenue for the same pe- 
riod was one-third greater than 
any quarter under Spain, though >a 
cedula tax, the 
chief source of 


Spanish revenue, has been prac- 
tically abolished. 
Economy and 


efficiency of military government 
have created a surplus fund of $6?- 
000,000 (Mexican), which should 
be expended in much needed pub- 
lic works, notably the improve- 
ment of Manila harbor, the condi- 
tion of which, with consequent de- 
lay and expense in landing goods, 
is a greater embargo on business 
than many nearly prohibitory tar- 
iff rates inherited from Spain and 
still operative. 
With proper tar- 


iff and facilities Manila will be- 
come the great port of the orient. 
Spanish revenue laws throwing the 
burden of taxation on the poor give 
the 
wealthy 
comparative 
im- 


munity. 
The tariff now prevents 


importations 
from 
America of 


canned goods, machinery and other 
necessaiies. 
The Spanish inland 


revenue was chiefly derived from 
poll tax. tax on small business, 
fishing license and the like, but 
there was no land tax. 


We are.formulating laws remedy- 


ing these evils and are confident 
that by judicious customs 
laws, 


reasonable PC! valorem 
tax 
and 


proper corporation franchise 
tax 


the imposition of no greater rate 
than in the average American state 
will give less annoyance and with 
peace will produce a revenue suffi- 
cient to pay the expenses of effi- 
cient government, including mili- 
tary and constabulary. 
The bad 


condition of currency hinders busi- 
ness* 
Steps should be taken to- 


ward the early resumption of the 
gold standard. We are preparing a 
stringent civil service law, giving 
equal opportunities 
to 
Filipinos 


and Americans, with preference for 
the former where the qualifications 
are equal, to enter at the lowest 
rank and by promotion reach the 
head of the department. Municipal 
corporations are being organised 
on a popular basis. 
Much-needed 


reform in civil and criminal pro- 


cedure, criminal code and judicial 
system favored by the Filipino bar 
will be effected. 
Railroad 
fran- 


chises should at once be granted. 


Railroads will revolutionize life 


and business in these wonderfully 
rich, beautiful and healthful tropi- 
cal islands. 
Forty-five miles of 


railroad extension now under nego- 
tiation will give access to a large 
province, rich in valuable minerals, 
a mile high, with strictly temperate 
climate, curing tropical diseases. 
Railroad construction

tural lands.

The state seal was locked up and 
could not be obtained, but Nebeker's 
legal advisors maintain his action 
was valid anyway. The appointment 
was dawn carefully in legal form 
signed and witnessed. A formal ac- 
ceptance will be filed with the secre- 
tary of state.

Gray-Haired "Boys" Who Fought 


With Lawtou Answer to Roll 


Call Once More. 


Today the veterans of the gallant 


old Thirtieth Indiana volunteers are 
holding their seventeenth regimental 
reunion at Cromwell, Noble county, 
and a number of the Fort Wayne sol- 
diers who fought in its ranks,left 
this morning to be present. 


Perhaps no regimnit in ths service 


of the United States during- the civil 
war has a prouder record than the 
old Thirtieth, for it v/as first and 
foremost a fighting regiment. Or- 
ganized and mustered at Fort Wayne 
September 24, 1861, 
with Sion 


Bass, of this city, as colonel, the regi- 
ment v/cnt through more thr.n four 
years of active service before it was 
mustered out at Victoria, Texss, No- 
vember 25, 1865. 


At Shiloh Colonel B.~ss \vas killed 


and the regiment lost heavily, and in 
the promotions which followed the 
death 'of Colonel Bass Lieut, Henry 
W. Law ton was advanced to captain 
and placed in command of company 
A. 
Corinth, Stone River, Chicka- 


mauga, Atlanta, Franklin, Nashville 
and other southern battlefields saw 
the vr.lor of the Thirtieth, its term 
of service taking it over a march of 
2,500 miles, find its losses were 137 
killed in battles, £75 died of disease 
and in confederate prisons, and 374 
wounded.

"Quintaua, Brazorica County, Tex- 


as, Sept. 15, 1900.—My Dear Sister; 
The fate 
predicted 
through fifty 


years for the city of Galveston came 
upon it Saturday night, September 
8. 
A West Indian hurricane sent 


a tidal wave eleven feet in height en- 
tirely over Galveston island, which 
is only six feet above mean tide at 
its highest point. 


"Thus in the space of four hours an 


Important commercial sea coast city 
of 40,000 population, of luxurious 
"homes, was destroyed utterly. 
Five 


thousand human beings peiished that 
night, either by drowning or crush- 
ing in falling buildings. 
The liv- 


ing who remain among the ruins are 
crazed with fear and grieXf. 


"Galveston as a city is no more. 
"This event is accounted the un- 


surpassed disaster of modern his- 
tory. Eighteen hundred and twenty- 
one years ago two ancient cities of 
importance (one of them situated 
something 
like 
Galveston) 
were 


obliterated. 
The a£'hes of Vesuvius 


buried Pompeii and 
Herculaneum, 


and they are not yet fully exhumed. 
The Gulf of Mexico, whirled in the 
power of a tornado, buried Galves- 


n and then in an hour unburied 


only its complete ruin and destruc- 
tion. 


"We were not there during all this 


horror, but held in an equally ap- 
palling situation. 
1,,-have been sta- 


tioned at Quintana, Texas, for the, 
last nine months at the mouth of the 
Brazoria river, where the United 
States government has been con- 
structing jetties for Ir^e purpose of 
securing a deep water,.harbor. 


"The town here has* only about 200 


inhabitants and less than a hundred 
houses. 
The gulf coast is also low 


here and subject to overflow from 
tidal waves. 
We were directly in 


the center of the &torg).v?orce and it 
culminated at 8:20 p. »., leaving 
only a half dozen houses standing 
upright 
We have been living with 


a family by the name of Bryan, 
whose buildings (three in number) 
were well constructed to withstand 
any ordinary tempest. 
By 6 o'clock 


p. m. the water of the gulf, which 
had steadily risen all day, had en- 
tirely covered the ground, and was 
one sheet back to the timber, distant 
six mites. 
There was no more river 


—all was ocean—and the town had 
;he appearance of rising in the midst 
of the Gulf of Mexico. 
We left the 


house we had rooms in and went to 
another, which was what we call in 
this country a raised cottage; that is, 
t had a basement containing a kit- 
chen, dining room and a front room. 
Over this was the upper structure of 
living and sleeping rooms, live in 
number, with a 
wide veranda in 


front, all of wood. 


"At 7:30 the top portion of this 


structure was swaying so violently 
that I foresaw it would give way, so 
we went to the basement and con- 
cluded to leave the building and 
make our way to a larger and strong- 
er one some two blocks distant and 
oil higher ground. 
Mr. Bryan, his 


wife and colored servant started first, 
and we followed. 
By this1 time the 


water was almost level with the low- 
er floor and waist deep as we walked 
in it. 
Bryan and his party during a 


lull got through to the high ground, 
but Emma Marie and myself were 
caught by the increasing fury and 
thrown down under the flood. When 
we could rise we both struggled to ft 
barbed wire 
fence 
enclosing the 


block and grasping this with drown- 
ing1 dutches we worked back step by 
step to the lee side of the house we 
had left and finally into the base- 
ment again, exhausted and drenched. 
We remained there through the 
crisis, which came at 8:20, 
The 


first great crash came when a large 
two-story house in the block north 
of us collasped. 
Its roof passed en- 


tirely over us and one-half of the 
brick chimney came solidly and 
crushed through the rear of our up 
stairs house, 
Within the space of 


one minute after this the whole top 
gave way and was blown as clean 
from the basement aa if it had been 
cut off with a saw, 


"The 
basement 
being strongly 


braced stood, and to this fact or con- 
dition we are indebted for still be- 
ing alive. 
But not, only to this 


alone. 
Ttm tornado name steadily 


om the north. 
At 9 o'clock came 


cessation of wind-ra p 
. 
This was the center 


around which the hurricane revolved 
It Jasted five minutes perhaps, then 
as quickly as it stopped, the storm 
came out of the southwest, where it 
raged for the remainder of the night 
though not so fiercely ae before, and 
the gulf water went away rapidly 
before it. 
Had the wind veered to 


the east as it did at Galveeton there 
would have been no escape. Drown- 
ing would have been our portion. As 
it has turned out, not A life was lost 
here. 
The whole population got in- 


to three houses which stood the blast 
and did not go down. 


"Jtfy wife was terrorized, but did 


not become hysterical or faint. We 
stood embraced 
while 
the' house 


crashed Over u&—expecting death, 
said to her, "We are not able to go to 
any other place. Whatever comes to 
ua now we will have to take?' No 
further word was £aid. 


"So this peril passed by and now 


one week after the catastrophe I 
never saw more beautiful weather or 
the great gulf more placid. 
We are 


forty-five miles west of Galveston, 
from which corpses have been drift- 
ing to our beach every day this 
week. 
Fourteen were buried here 


yesterday.

write you this information 


briefly as possible, kno-wiug that you 
have anxiety concerning my fate.

all sent from the United States. Th? 
fresh |eef is frozen, of first quality, 
'and caines in good condition. Po- 
tatoes .keep for -a very Ions: time- 
that is, three or four weeks after be- 
ing taken from the cold storage. The 
remainder of the supplies in the way 
of fruits and 'vegetables, with the ex- 
ception of the dried fnaits, r»re in 
cans. Tho vsgatables raised and u««d 
by >the natives are not much suited 
to the tastes of white people, toeing 
rather coarse and without any par- 
ticular ta?,te. The best of the native 
fruits is the banana. But I buy lit- 
tle or nothing-, as they imagine the 
Americans are mads of nv:mey <md 
prices are very high. The chickens 
here are small and not, good and for 
very little eggs I have to pay two 
and one-h.ilf cents each, American 
money,

THE STRIKE IS GAINING GROUND 


Philadelphia, Sept. 20.—•'According 


to 'advices from Hazleton the strikers 
are g'aining some ground in that 
region, although fche operators dis- 
pute this and insist .that m'ore men 
are at work today than iworkad yes- 
terday. 


Important information comes from 


the Lackawanna region to tfce effect 
that .the superintendents of some of 
the large mines are -contemplating 
making an effort to start one or mora 
mines 
under 
.police protection, if 


necessary, and thus break the tie-up, 
which is -complete in that district. 


A few more men are reported idle 


in the Shamokin district and the 
story sent here last night that the 
strikers at. the Morea colliery of tlie 
Reading company, in the Schuylkill 
district, had voted >to return to work 
•was proven to foe untrue. 


Hungarians attacked a mine boss 


on his way to work near Shamokin 
this morning and 'beat him. nearly to 
'death with clubs. Other oas'es of vio- 
lence of this sort, though not so seri- 
ous, are reported. 


The strikers at last succeeded in in- 


ducing some of the -workers in the 
only mine operating in the upper 
region, that of the West End com- 
pany, at Wocanaqua, to quit work, 
nnd that colliery is crippled today. 


STRIKERS GET GOOD NEWS. 


Hazelton, Pa., Sept. 20.—Reports 


received at strikers' headquarters- and 
elsewhere from various parts of the 
Haaelton 
region 
this 
morning 


brought nothing but good news- to 
the idle anthracite coal miners. The 
first information brought here told 
of a break among the employes in 
the Lattimer mines, the first that 
has taken place there during the 
strike. 
The colliery was considered 


au. invulnerable spot and the break 
there put the strikers in-a good 
humor. 


The number of men who quit was 


quite small, however, but the union 
men are satisfied that they will make 
further inroads on the force there. 


The next good news received by the 


Strikers came from Coleraine and 
was to the effect that the colliery 
there was shut down tight. 
The 


McAdoo strikers have been trying 
for four days to close this place. 


The Evans 
colliery at 
Beaver 


Meadow also failed to start work 
this morning owing; to not enough 
men putting in an appearance to 
operate the workings. 


Both the Coleraine and the Evans 


collieries are operated by the A. S.

PRESENTED GRIEVANCES. 


A committee of three miners em- 


ployed at the- Coleraine miriesj this 
morning called upon Superintendent 
Ayres and presented a set of greiv- 
nnces for the company's considera- 
tion. 
The greivanc'es are as fol- 


"We, the undersigned committee 


of Loraine, do liereby -ask for two 
weeks pay and '10 per cent increase 
on the dollar; 15 per cent off the 
dollar on a keg of powder, and that 
all men get paid for overtime work." 


Superintendent Ayres received-the 


men-pleasantly and told them-they 
would receive ah answer in three 
days.

A few more men went to -work in 


the Markle mines at Jeddo and Oak- 
dale today than worked yesterday. 
The strikers claim the reason for 
this was that a report had gotten into 
circuation that the men who lived in 
the company houses and dealt in the 
company stolfes would not receive 
the pay -that was due them if they 
did not go to work. 


This, however, was denied by both 


the non-union men and the company. 
' WOMEN CREATE TROUBLE. 
There Tffafc considerable excitement 


about 6 o'clock this morning ia the 
vicinity of No. 40 shaft of the Lehigh 
Vftlley Coal company east of this 
city'.

of them returned to their homes. 


A MARCH ABANDONED. 


The march to Coleraine, which was 


arranged for last night by the Mc- 
Adoo men, did not take place this 
morning as they learned it would be 
unnecessary, a tip having been, re- 
ceived that Coleraine would not start 
today. 
The march of the strikers 


from Freeland to Sandy Run and 
Pond Creek Was also abandoned. The 
union men, after a conference this 
morning, decided to organize the men 
at those places nnd then ask them to 
quit. 


The mines at Eckley and Sandy 


Run are in full operation this morn- 
ing as usual and the Markle mine at 
Highland is operating, with about 
the same force as yesterday. 


MORE MEN QUIT AT SHAMOKIN. 


Shamokin, Pa., Sept. 20.—One hun- 


dred more men at Locust Gap col- 
liery, operated by the Philadelphia 
and Reading Coal and Iron company, 
joined the ranks of strikers todny. 
The company claims 
that 
enough 


men arc working and will continue 
to work to enable operations to con- 
tinue. The North Franklin, at Trev- 
orton, owned by the same company, 
continues working full handed and it 
is likely that the United Mine Work- 
ers will not be able to induce any of 
the, men to strike. 


Most of the men at Trevoiton own 


their own homes there and are said 
to fear the company will abandon 
the operation if they strike. The com- 
pany is the only industry 
in the 


place. 


While Hugh Davis, a fire boss at 


the Pennsylvania colliery, was on his 
way to work today Hungarian strik- 
ers assaulted him with clubs. He 
was seriously injured.

STRIKERS GAIN SOME. 


Wilkesfoarre, Pa., Sept. 20.—At the 


npening of the fourth, day of the" 
mine strike the idle men in the Wy- 
oming valley seem to have a shade 
the -best of the situation. The strik- 
ers succeeded this morning in induc- 
ing about fifty men employed at the 
West End coal company's colliery in 
Mocanauqua, the only mine at iwork 
in the upper region, to quit work. 


This is the first break in the work- 


ing force of 'the mine since the strike 
began.

thousand human beings peiished that 
night, either by .drowning or crush- 
ing in falling buildings. 
The liv- 


ing who remain among the ruins are 
crazed with fear and grieXf. 


"Galves-ton as a city is no more. 
"This event is accounted the un- 


surpassed disaster of modern his- 
tory. Eighteen hundred nnd twenty- 
one years ago two ancient cities of 
importance (une of them situated 
something1 
like 
Galveston) 
were 


obliterated. 
The nahes uf Vesuvius 


buried Pompeii and 
Herculancum, 


and they are not yet fully exhumed.

This was the center 


around which the hurricane revolved. 
It lasted five minutes perhaps, then, 
as quickly as it stopped, the storm 
came out of the southwest, where it 
raged for the remainder of the night, 
though not so fiercely as before, and 
the gulf water went away rapidly 
before it.
